Specifically, Exhibit A-1 shows and email dating December 30, 2003, 
and Exhibits A-2 and A-3 show attached diagrams corresponding to the features 
recited, e.g., in claim 1 (note also the similarities between the Exhibits and the figures 
as filed).
